The first annual meeting of the 
‘Wetaskiwin Exhibition Association, 
Limited, was held in the office of the 
secretary, C. D. Smith, on Monday af- 
tternoon, January 28th, with a repre- 
sentative attendance. 

Mr. Fred Freeman was elected the 
chairman of the meeting. 

The secretary read the minutes of 
the adjourned meeting of January 21, 
and also presented the report of the 
directors, both of which were adopted. 

A contract was then presented be- 
‘tween the Wetaskiwin Agricultural 
Society and the Wetaskiwin Exhibi- 
tion Association Limited, providing for 
the taking over of the Agricultural 
Society's assets and liabilities by the 
new company, This contract was la- 
ter approved and ratified by the direc- 
tors. 

E. R. Rasmuson was elected as a 
delegate to attend the Annual Fairs 
convention to be held at Edmonton on 
February 27th and 28th., and was in- 
structed to ask for dates for a two 
day fair, preferably during the last

Red Deer, Feb, 5---Playing on soft 
ice, before a crowd of about 200: peo- 
ple, Red Deer on Monday night suf- 
fered defeat at the hands of Leduc, 
the final score being six to four. 

In the first period Carpenter found 
the net for Red Deer, McKay for the 
visitors. In the second period Dell 
scored two and Reid one for the home 
team, while Leduc got two, McKenzie 
from Schuchuk and McKenzie unas- 
sisted. 

Leduc shut the home crowd right 
out in the third clash, scoring three 
themselves, of which McKay contri- 
buted one and Cook two.

MURDER CASE AT 
RED DEER GETS A 
CHANGE OF VENUE 


Red Deer, Feb. 4—At the spring sit- 
tings at Red Deer today for the trial 
of criminal cases before Mr. Justice 
Tweedie, Mr. C. C. McCaul, K.C., Id- 
monton, made application for a change 
of venue in the case of William BE. 
Hansen on trial for the murder of W. 
E. Falkner at Sylvan Lake in Novem- 
ber last setting forth several reasons 
with affidavits why a change of venue 
was expedient from Red Deer district. 

Hugh Macdonald, K.C., Edmonton, 
for the crown, while not consenting to 
the application, did not seriously ob- 
ject to the charge against Hansen. 
Judge Tweedie granted the applica- 
tion, the trial to take place at We- 
taskiwin on February 1th. 

F. E. Lehr, Innisfail, on a charge of 
arson, is the only case which will be 
tried at Red Deer this sitting.

He will be laid to rest for a space 
in a marble vault on the hills over- 
looking the city with naught but the 
brief ritual of the church to solemnize 
his entombment.

BOUNDARIES OF 
ALBERTA AND B.C. 
NEARLY FINISHED 


After eleven years the inter-provin- 
cial commission appointed to define 
the boundary between Alberta and 
British Columbia has completed its 
work with the exception of about one 
hundred miles at the northern  ex- 
tremity of the province, according to 
A. O. Wheeler, of Victoria, the Brit- 
ish Columbia representative on the 
commission. The commission held a 
conference in Edmonton last week 
when the boundary line was complet- 
ed to the 120th meridian. The sur- 
vey work will be closed up during the 
coming season, 

The survey had. been completed to 
the northern part of the Peace River 
district and maps of that part sur- 
veyed last year would be published in 
a short fime, Mr. Wheeler said. The 
remainder of the boundary would not 
be established until such time as it 
would be required there being no set- 
tlement in the northern part of the 
province at the present time.

FALLS TO DEATH 
FROM SHUNTING 
FREIGHT TRAIN 


Palling from the top of a freight 
train during switching operations at 
Stephen, B.C., early on Monday morn- 
ing, Charles William Olin, was run 
over and killed instantly. 

Deceased was about 28 years of 
age, and had been in the service of 
the C.P.R. for a number of years, be- 
ing employed as a clerk at the Alyth 
yards up to last September, when he 
was transferred to the train service. 

According to a statement issued by 
the officials of the company, it would 
appear that no one saw the unfortu- 
nate, man fall, He was last seen on 
top of one of the freight cars relaying 
the signals from the man on_ the 
ground to the engineer, When found, 
he was under the wheels of the train 
and quite dead. The remains were 
removed to field, where an inquest 
will be held.—Calgary Herald, 

The unfortunate young man was a 
former Wetaskiwin boy, being the 
only son of the late Chas. Olin, M.L.A.

SOME CHANGES IN 
THE LIQUOR BILL! 


The new liquor control bill when in- 
troduced into the legislature, will re- 
tain the provision that. all: persons, in | 
order to obtain beer either in licensed 
premises or in their homes, must 
have a special permit from the liquor 
control board, but it is understood the 
government has decided not to press 
that suggestion, and it may be elim- 
inated. 

Attorney General Brownlee admit- 
ted this much on Monday night after | 
working throughout the day on re- 
visions of the liquor bill, 

It has been decided further to ‘ 
cast" the recently announced zie | 
under which all “advertising” of li- 
quor in the province would be prohi- 
‘pited. "Mr. Bréwhloo "Says" that” this} 
provision has been found generally im- 
practicable and while the government | 
itself will not advertise liquor, private | 
interests will not de denied the right.) 
It will be required, however, that all! 
such advertising carry the words, “nott 
inserted by the Liquor Control Board”. | 

Guests in hotels, under the revised 
suggestions, will have the same right: 
in respect to possession of liquor as; 
persons in the home, both as regards | 
quantity and the right to “treat” 
others. . Under the permit system, this | 
probably will allow a person to have 
a maximum of three bottles of liquor 
in their rooms at one time. 

Under the original draft of the act, | 
officials of breweries who gave away | 
Jiquor could be sentenced to a peni- | 
tentiary term. This has been chang- 
ed to allow magistrates to impose 
fines, if deemed advisable. 

Another alteration decided upon by 
the government is in respect to the 
basis of distributing liquor profits to 
the municipalities, that to be 35 per 
cent of the net surplus, according to 
a recent statement of the premier. It 
was planned to divide this on the 
basis of municipal assessment, but in 
the revision it has been changed to 
enable the government to distribute 
the profits to the municipalities ac- 
cording to the returns from the sup- 
plementary revenue tax, 

In regard to “treating,” 
draft under section 
“liquor purchased by any person pur: 
suant to a permit held by him may 
be used for purposes named in the 
permit, in conformity with this act 
and regulations made thereunder.” 

Tho new clause reads: 

“Liquor purchased by any person 
pursuant to a permit held by him, 
may be

Washington, Feb. 3.—Woodrow Wil- 
son died at 11.15 a.m. after hovering 
for two days between life and death, 

The end came peacefully. Mrs. Wil- 
son, Miss Margaret Wilson and Dr. 
Grayson were at the bedside. 

Fatigued and worn by the battle 
with death which began before he 
left the White Mouse in 1921, the war

The news of his death spread 
throughout the city and was flashed 
around the world, messages of sym- 
pathy pouring in in a great floodtide 
to the widow who had kept him in 
her tender care. 

Flags on government buildings and 
government property 
were lowered to half-mast. The news 
went to army posts and to ships at 
sea, <A thirty-day period of official 
mourning was ordered as the govern- 
ment had done for Colonel Roosevelt 
and other former presidents, Con- 
gress arranged to adjourn tomorrow, 
executive departments were ordered 
closed on the day of the funeral, soc- 
ial activities at the White House com- 
ing within the period of mourning 
were ordered abandoned. i 

Mr. Wilson’s place of entombment 
and the manner of his funeral will be 
decided as nearly as his family is able 
to do with regard for what he himself 
might have wished. 

It is likely that he will be entombed 
temporarily here at Washington, at 
one of the local cemeteries, to rest 
there until the national memorial 
which is sure to mark his final tomb 
is prepared. Where that may be is 
still a matter of conjecture. At one 
time Mr. Wilson himself considered 
choosing his birthplace, Staunton, Va., 
but later gave it up. 

It is not improbable that his body 
may rest, for a time at least in the 
great national cathedral now rising 
on Mount Saint Albans, overlooking 
the city from the northwest section.

Chinese emperor who forbade the 
use of wine, which proved the cause 


of almost all the evils which happen}, 


on this earth; the story of the Samp- 
son, of Samuel, of Daniel and his three 
companions. Mahomet commanded 
his followers to break off their habit 
of drinking wine. The ancient Ro- 
mans had laws forbidding women to 
drink wine on pain of death, and even 
men were not allowed to take it until 
thirty years of age except at sacri- 
fices. Amongst the Greeks on cer- 
tain occasions in their history, all 
the wines in the kingdom were des- 
troyed to prevent drunkenness. In all 
these cases, the reason for abstinence 
was the prevention of bodily and oth- 
er evils which were observed to fol- 
low the use of drink. 

The teacher will be certain to create 
interest by experiments showing the 
effect of alcohol upon growing life. A 
simple experiment may be made upon 
growing seeds or plants , by selecting 
two equally vigorous specimens giv- 
ing them the same opportunities for 
development with this exception, that 
one is watered with water to which 
one teaspoonful of alcohol is added 
for every twenty:five ounces, while 
the other is watered with water only. 


In animal life observations might 
also be made of the fact that spirits! 
are given to puppies to stunt them. 

An experiment showing the effects 
of alcohol upon food may be perform- 
ed by mixing a little alcohol with the | 
white of an egg. “The clear transpar- | 


ent fluid turns into a hard white 
mass, no longer fit for food, 


If a number of animal and vegetable 
substances, such as are used for food 
and would be readily softened or dis- 
solved ‘in water, as beef or other fresh 
meat, fish cooked egg, fruits and veg- 
etables are placed in bottles and cov- 
ered with alcohol, they are quickly 
hardened. 

These and other similar experiments 
may be performed. The children will 
enjoy doing them, and at the same 
time be able to see and judge of the 
effects themselves,
